Regulations and Privileges 


St. .Joe students went to a convocation called by the Dean 
of Men April 23, ostensibly to receive a tongue-lashing as well 
as a tightening of the rules. But they came away with more 
privileges than they had when they entered the auditorium. 

It was the Dean’s first convocation of the year and, quot- 
ing, liberally from these pages, he expounded the same hope 
that we have expressed time and again — that the student 
body become adult enough to handle additional privileges 
and responsibilities. 

One thing — lights on all night during mid-semester week 
— had already proved successful. He was willing to gamble a 
little more on the student character and so granted the addition- 
al privileges of midnight lights out on weekends, use of the new 
Noll Hall lounge, and restricted drinking at the Prom. All 
these were given, as well as the promise of all-night lights 
for the finals, with the stipulation that they would be revoked 
if misused. . 

Certain other regulations were instituted, but these are 
merely extensions of those already in force and so do not 
curb any further student freedom. We refer to the obligatory 
Mass check, and stricter enforcement of study period quiet. 
These were inaugurated to correct abuses present at the time. 

We cannot predict how the student body will receive 
the additional privileges. We only hope that they use them 
sensibly and do not thwart the purposes for which they were 
intended. If proper order flows from these new grants, we 
feel that the Dean and the administration will not hesitate 
in giving other extensions of privilege. ■ ■ . ■ 

Should these be abused, however, we shall take it as 
evidence that the student body as a whole is not mature enough 
to accept , responsibility, and, therefore, not mature enough 
to accept privileges. We will then advocate the revocation 
of these grants.

Reading Clinic 
Experimentees 
Show Advances 

In only three weeks of its con- 
centrated program, the experimen- 
tal reading group of the campus 
Reading Clinic has shown vast 
improvements in both reading 
speed and comprehension, director 
Rev. Ernest Lucas disclosed re- 
cently. Composed of ten students, 
this group has been meeting vol- 
untarily five times weekly in an 
effort to substantiate the theory 
that daily sessions will bring about 
greater improvements more rapid- 
ly than the present program of 
two sessions per week. 

_ Currently, many students who 
began the course reading at the 
rate of 200 words per minute are 
already reading at the rate of 
750-950 words per minute. 

At each session, a student makes 
use of a tachistoscope for practice 
in instantaneous recognition and. 
retention of increasingly more 
difficult numbers and phrases, a 
reading accelerator fqr speed in 
actual reading, and selection from 
one of two texts which test the 
.student’s comprehension of the ma-‘ 
terial. If approved by the faculty, 
the clinic for next semester will 
offeF at least three sessions each 
week. '
